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Vote forces council to 
change the way it is run

THE weight of public opinion has forced changes in 
the way West Dorset District Council will be run. 

A 2-1 vote backed change in the May 5 referendum. 
It should mean an end to a handful of Tories, who 
have the privilege of majority rule, effectively decid¬ 
ing everything the authority does. 

Matters came to a head when Dorchester councillors 
were effectively barred from key decisions over the 
development of the Charles Street site, including the 
controversial multi-million pound council offices. 

A protest movement sprung up, with the Public First

group collecting enough signatures to force a refer¬ 
endum on the issue. 

On Monday the district council announced that 
16,534 people voted for a switch back to the commit¬ 
tee system. Just over 8,800 had voted for the system 
the council now operates. The turnout was 32 per 
cent. 


But change could be slow in coming. The district 
council talks about a timetable of “the year ahead” 
and says it will mean legal changes to the council con¬ 
stitution. 

In a news release, issued on Monday, the authority 
said that - A Strategy Committee will replace the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee. This committee’s size will be de¬ 
cided by the full council, but it could have a larger 
membership than the current seven.

As Weymouth’s park and ride is about to re-open it’s 
been announced that Dorchester’s will stop running 
at the end of July. 

This follows West Dorset District Council’s deci¬ 
sion not to renew its lease of the Avenue Stadium car 
park which has been used for the service. 

The move is bound to increase problems on streets 
within walking distance of the town centre which 
have long suffered from workers parking for free, 
leaving their cars in residential roads all day. 

Dorset County Council currently provides the week¬ 
day shuttle bus service between the stadium and 
County Hall, which is largely used by county council

staff as well as other workers and members of the 
public. 

The county council had looked at whether it could 
run the whole service including the car park but found 
it to be unaffordable. 

The service currently has 110 season ticket holders 
and around 50 more regular daily users. Following 
discussions with the county council, the district coun¬

Ring and ride market bus for trial period 


A NEW 'ring and ride'bus services 
between Dorchester and some 
neighbouring village has started. 

The bus is operated by Dorset 
Community Transport on a trial 
basis to replace the Damory 103 
route which was cut earlier in the 
year because of a loss of county 
council subsidy. 

The Dorchester Market Bus is 
available to anyone unable to ac¬ 
cess public transport easily. It is 
not restricted to the elderly or 
those with limited mobility. 

But to use the bus, passengers 


must first register their details 
with Dorset Community Trans¬ 
port and then pre-book a seat 
whenever planning to use the 
bus. 

Where possible, DCT can offer a 
"door-to-door" service and can 
also accommodate passengers 
travelling in wheelchairs.

The new Strategy Committee will also be politically 
proportionate, which means that seats are allocated in 
accordance with party size. West Dorset District 
Council currently has 30 Conservatives and 12 Lib¬ 
eral Democrats. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, continues as Leader of 
West Dorset District Council until this Thursday 
when the annual meeting of Council elects its Leader 
for the year ahead. 

Councillor Anthony Alford said: “All councillors 
across our council will continue to work hard for the 
people of West Dorset whatever committee system is 
in place. We look forward to continuing to serve our 
communities.” 

He added: “The costs were regrettable, but we re¬ 
ceived a petition signed by over 6,000 people and 
under the law that triggered a referendum which re¬ 


quired us to give the rest of the 80,000 electorate the 
democratic right to decide if they wanted the council 
to have different committee structures. We did all we 
could to limit costs and saved about £50,000 by hold¬ 
ing the vote at the same time as the Police and Crime 
Commissioner elections.” 

Opponents have already said that the Conservative 
group could have avoided the costs of the referendum 
by simply reverting to the committee system, which 
is used by the majority of councils and considered to 
be more democratic. 

John Grantham, who led the campaign for the ref¬ 
erendum said the public vote would sweep away what 
he described as the failed cabinet system. 

"We trust that West Dorset District Council has fi¬ 
nally heard the will of the people and will truly en¬ 
gage with us in greater democracy," he said.

In fields of plastic we roam! 


DORSET’S farmers are increasingly covering fields 
in plastic - in an attempt to beat the unreliable 
weather.

But detractors say the plastic is another ‘industrial¬ 
isation’ of the countryside and just as bad as fields of 
solar panels.

If the 
bus pass system were to be organised in a similar 
way to the Railcard system it would still bring the 
benefits of subsidised travel to many sectors of so¬ 
ciety without burdening local authority or central 
government departments. 

I would like to suggest that the bus pass system 
remains in use but is administered slightly differ¬ 
ently as follows in order to achieve these savings in 
finance and manpower resources. 

At the present time the system is administered by 
personnel within the local authority where these 
labour costs are absorbed into the general admin¬ 


istration of that authority. If, however, a small num¬ 
ber of personnel were employed purely to adminis¬ 
ter the bus pass system their costs could be met by 
revenue received from participants purchasing the 
passes. This would then mean that the staff who, at 
the moment, administer the system within the local 
authority could be utilised for other aspects to ben¬ 
efit the community. 

The initial pass could be purchased for a token fee 
(perhaps £10 or £15 annually) and this would allow 
holders to travel at reduced cost (perhaps half fares). 

The advantages of this modified system would be 
that pass holders will still get reduced travel, the bus 
companies would get well deserved revenue with a 
possible increase in passenger number as people 
will still wish to travel by bus. 

If this system was applied I feel sure it would firstly 
be a money saver for the local authority, allow peo¬ 
ple to travel at a reduced fee and encourage bus 
companies, particularly in rural areas, to prosper and 
provide better services for our communities.

petition signatures mounting - 
had themselves agreed to convert 
to ‘Committee’ voluntarily, so the 
Canterbury petition never had to 
be presented, avoiding the costs 
of the petition and the referen¬ 
dum. 

We did try to meet with the 
council in November before pre¬ 
senting our petition, but they de¬ 
clined the offer. 

This process however has en¬ 
abled the whole district to learn 
more about the alternative sys¬ 
tems, and we discovered that as 
people understood the differences 
better that they mainly opted for 
the more proportional and demo¬ 
cratic ‘Committee’ system. 

The publication by the Coun¬ 
cil’s own internal auditors of the 
draft report - ‘Charles Street Re¬ 


view’ which has a link from our 
website www.publicfirstgroup.co. 
uk - confirmed much of what we 
had been saying. 

It concluded there was a Tack of 
transparency’; ‘consultation felt 
more like a tick-box exercise 
rather than a willingness to gen¬ 
uinely take on board opinions and 
incorporate these’; and ‘decisions 
appeared to ‘arrive’ rather than 
through discussion and consulta¬ 
tion’; etc... 

I have written to the then leader 
to invite him to discuss these 
points publicly as these issues 
need focus and judgement on if 
we are all to move ahead together. 

Thank you again to all. 

The tide will surely continue to 
turn in favour of greater democ¬ 
racy.

KINGSTON Maurward students have been prov¬ 
ing they have a head for heights. 

The college’s Level 3 Arboriculture students 
have attempted to scale the dizzying heights of 
the 35 metre Sequoiadendron Giganteum tree. 

The tree - thought to be nearly 130-years-old - 
on the estate’s sports field, was climbed by the 
specialist students using skills honed during their 
course to get an accurate measurement as part of 
their tree survey training. 

Using various estimating techniques prior to the 
climb the estimated height makes it the 11th 
tallest tree in the UK and the climb was designed 
to verify it. 

Part of the conifer family, the species originates 
from Californian forests and fares surprisingly 
well in the UK - in fact actively thrives despite 
the challenging cli¬ 
mate - and could 
live up to a 1,000- 
years-old. 

The genus was 
introduced to the 
UK in the 18th 
century and 

planted on large es¬ 
tates such as 
Kingston Maur¬ 
ward as a status 
symbol. It is 
thought that there 
were originally two 
or four of the trees 
planted in the 
grounds but this is 
the only one to 
have prospered. 

Students used 
various techniques 
in their bid to get to 
the top of the tree 
and faced several 
challenges, not 
only as it rained 
throughout the at¬ 
tempt so they had 
to be more aware 
of health and safety

presenting further complications. As conditions 
further deteriorated during the day the climb was 
halted mid-afternoon. 

Student MJ said: “Climbing this tree was great 
fun but things are never as simple as they seem - 
due to its size the tree has not been maintained 
over the years, and with the branches growing 


downwards it’s more of a challenge. It did give 
us an opportunity to improve our climbing and 
tree-reading techniques, which is invaluable to 
help us understand trees both above and below 
the ground.” 

Arboriculture tutor Roland Hughes said: “This 
is an excellent practice climb for the students - 
It will stand them in excellent stead for the future 
if they are asked to tackle trees that grow this way 
- plus, it will probably be the tallest tree they’ll 
ever climb!”

Former Navy officer to tackle cycle 
challenge for blind veterans'charity

A FORMER Royal Navy 
Petty Officer from Weymouth 
will be taking on the Pruden¬ 
tial RideLondon - Surrey 100 
this July. 

He will be riding for Blind 
Veterans UK, the national 
charity for vision-impaired 
ex-Service men and women. 

Don Philpott, 59, served in 
the Navy for 22 years and first 
came across Blind Veterans 
UK early in his career after he 
assisted blind veterans during 
a weeks respite at HMS 
Daedalus in 1977. He was so 
impressed by them and the 
charity that nearly 40 years on 
he is taking on the cycling 
challenge for Blind Veterans 
UK and so far has already 
raised more than £1,500. 

Don joined the Navy in 
1975 where he became part of 
the Fleet Air Arm. He trained 
as a Weapons/Electrical Tech¬ 
nician. Stationed at the Royal 
Naval Air Stations in Portland 
and Yeovilton, serving on sev¬ 
eral ships including HMS 
Diomede, Achilles, Hermes 
and York, working on a vari¬ 
ety of helicopters such as the 
Wessex, Wasp and Lynx. 

In 1977 Don was selected 
for the Fleet Air Arm Field 
Gun Crew. On their return 
back from Earls Court the 


crew were asked if they would 
like to help the blind veterans 
at HMS Daedalus in Lee-On- 
Solent. It was there Don first 
met veterans supported by 
Blind Veterans UK, formerly 
St Dunstan’s. Veterans would 
visit for a week’s respite and 
try various activities. 

Don said: “We did all sorts 
of things with the blind veter¬ 
ans such as sports and swim¬ 
ming gala trips. There were a 
few who played darts and 
bowls, even though they had 
no hands. It was a humbling 
experience and I realised what 
a good cause Blind Veterans 
UK is.” 

Don assisted the veterans 
again in 1980 and 1984. 
Nowadays, veterans visit 
HMS Sultan rather than HMS 
Daedalus for a week’s respite 
where ex-field gunners and 
volunteers look after them. 

Don said: “The veterans 
never once complained about 
their situation. The people 
have changed over the years 
but Blind Veterans UK still 
cares for our blind and vision- 
impaired ex-Service person¬ 
nel.” 

This will be the first time 
Don will tackle the 100 mile 
course of the Prudential Ride¬ 
London - Surrey 100. 


“I’m very much looking for¬ 
ward to it. A few friends have 
done the ride previously and 
their enthusiasm spurred me 
on to sign up,” said Don. 

“It will be a great challenge 
to ride the London Olympic 


2012 road race route but I’m 
aiming to complete it in under 
six hours.”

A great place to observe comings and goings of Dorset's birds 


P ORTLAND has its own version of an inter¬ 
national arrivals “lounge” this time of year - 
with birds flying into the country from dis¬ 
tant lands. 

And in the thick of it is a redundant lighthouse 
now put to use as the Portland Bird Observatory. 

Here you will find human visitors too - many of 
them coming from far flung parts of the country, 
kitted out with powerful binoculars, spotting 
scopes and some very expensive cameras and 
lenses. 

Talk is of the latest arrivals and where they can 
be seen - mixed in with cups of tea and the in¬ 
evitable “bird envy” discussions about who has 
seen what and who might have the biggest tally of 
the day, week, month or year. 

For many of these visitors the lighthouse provides 
accommodation, cheaper than you are likely to find 
almost anywhere else locally, comfortable, but also 
fairly basic. 

Bird spotters tend not to be big on lie-ins and 
most will be up before dawn to greet the early ar¬ 
rivals from overseas. 

In fact one of the surprises for me, when I visited 
with a group from the Dorchester University of the 
Third Age, was that the majority of bird migrants 
fly and arrive by night. A glance at the Bird Obser¬ 
vatory log quickly shows that flocks are often 
heard and not seen. 

The Observatory was bought by the family of the 
late well-known and much loved Dorset naturalist, 
Helen Brotherton, and is run as an independent or¬ 
ganisation and a UK registered charity, catering, 
not just for birders but for naturalists of all persua¬ 
sions. 

Single-handedly, and without fuss, it brings in 
hundreds of human visitors each year to help boost 
Portland’s economy, although many of the day vis¬ 
itors are Dorset residents. 


TREVOR BEVINS met with members of the 
Dorchester University of the Third Age 
at Portland's Bird Observatory. 

Here he shares some of his findings.

Being at the southerly tip of the county the area 
around Portland Bill has long been a popular spot 
to study bird migration, with many pioneering or¬ 
nithologists visiting over the years. 

Most of the birds are on well-known flight paths, 
stopping briefly in Dorset before winging their way 
elsewhere - but a few, the ones which cause the ex¬ 
citement, are basically those which either by a fault 
of navigation, or strong winds, are simply lost and 
never intended to visit Dorset in the first place. 

On the day I was at the Observatory there was 
much talk of a Hoopoe which had been seen for a 
couple of days in the area. These colourful birds, 
with distinctive bright colouring and black and 
white wing markings are common enough on the 
continent, but infrequent visitors to the UK. 


This one was probably on its way from Africa to 
spend the summer in continental Europe when, 
most likely, got blown off course. 

Observatory warden Martin Cade explained to 
our group that it would be soon be gone again - 
back on the course it should have been. 

Part of the work of the Observatory is catching 
birds in delicate netting and checking the tiny rings 
many carry to work out where they came from - 
part of global migration studies. 

Our visit included the chance to see up-close a 
tiny Willow Warbler and a Chiff Chaff which were 
duly recorded and released from Martin’s gently 
hands none the worse for the brief spell in captivity. 
It is amazing that these tiny creatures, weighing 
just a few grammes, can have the energy and will 
to fly so far, all the way from Africa. 

Our group spotted little else during the visit - 
chaffinches and bullfinches, and witnessed seagulls 
and a crow ‘mobbing’ a Buzzard high in the sky, 
before walking some of the paths nearby and spot¬ 
ting a Little Owl which nests close to the Observa¬ 
tory. 

In recent days significant numbers of Wheatear 
and Blackcap have been logged with Reed and 
Garden Warblers also amongst the arrivals - while 
Swallows have been recorded passing by at the rate 
of 300 an hour. 

Nearby, off the Chesil, the first Roseate Terns of 
the year arrived along with seven Great Northern 
Divers and a solitary Artie Skua. 

The Observatory building itself has been in use 
since March 1961 and was opened by Sir Peter 
Scott. Apart from living accommodation it also has 
an extensive library, a bookshop selling naturalists 
publications of all kinds and houses records of bird 
sightings going back decades. 

Membership for a family is just £20 a year and 
£5 for those under 18, or students under 21.

BRIDPORT gig rowing club took 
over 40 rowers and supporters to the 
Isles of Scilly for the recent World 
Pilot Gig Championships. 

Thousands of rowers took part in 
the largest event in the champi¬ 
onship’s 27-year history. 

Crews from countries including 
the UK, Bermuda, Holland and the 
USA took part this year making for 
over 150 different crews. Friday the 
29th saw the start of the world 
championship races; two ladies’ vet¬ 
eran crews, a men’s vets crew and a 
men’s super vets crew from Bridport 
gig club took to the water to race the 
1.8 mile race from St Agnes to St 
Marys quay. 

Battling over 70 rival boats and 
challenging sea conditions from the 
large Atlantic swell, the ladies vets 
A crew in Dagger finished 9th in the 
world - an amazing result after the 
shock of being seeded amongst 
some of the world’s top crews;

Local challenge defeated 


THERE were two divisions to the 500 Own¬ 
ers Association's annual visit to Wiscombe 
Park with both cars and motorcycle classes 
being fiercely fought during last Satur¬ 
day's event writes Geoff Pickett. 

As the name of the host club suggests, 
the focus of the membership is the cigar 
shaped single seater racing cars with 
which Stirling Moss served his apprentice¬ 
ship back in 1950s. Many of the cars still 
run in 500cc specification but some boast 
larger engines. 

History however has a habit of repeating 
itself and the current genre of racing cars 
feature motorcycle power plants to im¬ 
prove the power to weight ratio. Such ma¬ 
chines battled for the prestigious Harry 
FosterTrophy awarded for the Fastest Time 
of The Day. 

James Gibson has expertise on the 900 
metre track, on two wheels as well as four. 
Having started speed hill climbing on a 
motorcycle, with which Gibson took the 


National Hill Climb Association British 
250cc championship, he then progressed 
to a sports car and now campaigns in a 
OMS Hornet single seater powered by a 
lOOOcc motorcycle engine. 

The Sidmouth driver, along with his fel¬ 
low competitors, were obliged to contend 
with a damp track during the practice runs 
but improving conditions brought faster 
times during the official afternoon runs. 

The Sports and Racing car class provided 
Gibson with experienced opposition in¬ 
cluding Exeter duo Olivia and Liam Cooper 
with their more contemporary Force HC 
and the rapid Adam Steel in the Martlet 
ASI constructed by his father Tony. 

Despite his local knowledge Gibson's 
best climb of 41.12 seconds could not 
repel his challengers with Steel securing 
the outright victory with a climb of 38.71 
seconds ahead of Olivia Cooper's best of 
40.18 seconds. In fact Steel was the only 
driver to break under the forty second bar¬ 


rier. 

Three drivers from Honiton had their 
own battle in the 'Other Sports and Racing 
Car' class. Duncan Beer took his Ford Es¬ 
cort up against the Ford Fiesta driven by 
Joe Keep and Samii Layzell. 

At the end of the competition the Escort 
was the meat in the Fiesta sandwich with 
care assistant Layzell posting a time of 
55.71 seconds against Beer's best effort of 
52.77 while Keep's fastest climb of 48.67 
seconds was a personal best. 

James Hudson hustled his Volkswagen 
Golf to fifth place with a best climb of 
47.55 seconds in the Road Going division 
against such opposition as four wheel 
drive supercharged Subaru Impreza and 
Mitsubishi Lancer Evo 6 not to mention 
lightweight motorcycle engine powered 
Westfield sports cars.
